1 . 1 . This case relates to an application from M/s. Sentrans Maritime 

Private Limited about alleged over-charging by the Calcutta Port Trust (CPT)/ 
Haldia Dock Complex (HDC) for their ‘coastal’ vessel M.T.SANZIO. 
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1.2. Acting on another similar application from M/s. Shiva Marketing 

Limited, this Authority has passed an Order about M.T.SANZIO in Case 
No.TAMP/12/2000-CPT. 

2. Scrutiny has confirmed that both these applications pertain to the 
same vessel and have the same cause of action. M/s. Sentrans Maritime 
Private Limited had apparently filed a second application about the same 
matter, acting as the Agents of M/s. Shiva Marketing Limited. 

3. The matter in dispute was substantively and finally disposed of in 
the (other) case arising out of the application of M/s. Shiva Marketing Limited. 
In the event, the cause of action in this case is abated. In the light of what has 
been stated above, in any case, this was a superfluous proceeding. 

4. In the result, for the reasons given above, and based on a 
collective application of mind, the application of M/s. Sentrans Maritime Private 
Limited is dismissed as infructuous.
